Sheriff’s Office 
to hold 2 nd Citizen 
Police Academy 

The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office will be host¬ 
ing its second Citizen Police 
Academy beginning on Janu¬ 
ary 8th, 2013 and running 
through March 12th, 2013. 
This class will meet once a 
week from 7-9 p.m. at the 
Bracken County Extension 
Office. The Sheriff’s Office 
will provide soft drinks or 
water to the participants. Ap¬ 
plications can be picked up 
at the Office and must be 
turned in no later than De¬ 
cember 21, by 4 p.m. 

The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office Citizen Po¬ 
lice Academy is a program 
conducted by the Sheriff and 
Chief Deputy for citizens and 
business owners of Bracken 
County. The focus is on op¬ 
erational procedures and poli¬ 
cies of the Sheriff’s Office 
and criminal justice system. 
The purpose of the program 
is to heighten awareness of 
law enforcement’s role in 
the community and the goal 
is to increase understanding 
and communication through 
hands on and classroom in¬ 
struction. 

Citizen Police Acad¬ 
emy participants are selected 
through an application pro¬ 
cess. Enrollment is limited 
to 15 attendees to achieve 
a more personal experience 
for the participants. Attend¬ 
ees will experience some of 
the following topics during 
the training: FATS (Firearms 
Training Simulator); Crime 
Scene Investigation; Narcotic

From Our Fellow Kentuckians 
Rascals, Heroes And Just Plain 
Uncommon Folk 
By James C. Ciaypool 
Henry Stanberry 1803-1881 

Henry Stanberry made a 
mark in history by following a 
torturous path in Ohio and the 
nation. 

The journey began with 
his being the first attorney 
general in Ohio in 1846 and in 
1851 helping to write the Ohio 
constitution. 

When his term was fin¬ 
ished, he settled in Cincinnati 
and began practicing law in 
1853. Then in 1854, he moved 
again, this time to Kentucky in 
the area called District of the 
Highlands, where in 1866, he 
drafted papers to incorporate 
the city of Fort Thomas, By 
this time he had impressive 
credentials and was an experi¬ 
enced attorney. 

Henry Stanberry was a 
Whig, but the party was no 
more during the 1850s, and 
he changed his political party 
to Republican after the Civil 
War. 

And after the Civil War, he 
became involved in “the politi¬ 
cal conflicts and controversies 
surrounding Andrew Johnson’s 
presidency.” 

Johnson was a southern 
Democrat who wanted to con¬ 
tinue “the moderate policies of 
healing and reconstruction that 
had been advocated by” Lin¬ 
coln. The Radical Republicans 
in Congress wanted the South 
to be punished so went against 
Lincoln and then Johnson on 
this point. 

Johnson’s Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, James Speed, left his po¬ 
sition in 1866 because of this 
disagreement, and so Henry 
Stanberry was asked to become 
the Attorney General. Also, 
Stanberry was nominated for 
the Supreme Court. 


The Senate refused ap¬ 
proval of the request and re¬ 
duced the number of Justices 
from ten to seven, which kept 
Johnson from appointing new 
Justices while he was Presi¬ 
dent 

Stanberry and Johnson be¬ 
came united in their efforts to 
stop the Radical Republicans 
from enacting harsher policies 
against the South. 

And, Stanberry won a case 
involving the federal govern¬ 
ment’s efforts to keep the mili¬ 
tary from preempting the civil 
courts and suspending “a citi¬ 
zen’s right of habeas corpus.” 

In 1868, Johnson was im¬ 
peached. Stanberry' left his of¬ 
ficial position so he could de¬ 
vote his time to defending the 
President. Sadly, he was six¬ 
ty-three and in bad health but 
he managed to present “a bril¬ 
liant defense” even though it 
was mostly written because he 
could not be there in person. 

Johnson was acquitted by 
one vote! 

After the vote, Johnson 
wanted to appoint Stanberry as 
Attorney General, but the Rad¬ 
ical Republicans refused. 

Stanberry stayed in Wash¬ 
ington for several years, using 
the Constitution as a defense in 
cases involving the “govern¬ 
ment’s criminal prosecution of 
the Ku Klux Klan.” 

Eventually, he moved 
back to Ft. Thomas during the 
1870s, and became President of 
the Cincinnati Bar Association. 
Then he spent his time taking 
care of his many properties in 
Ft. Thomas and “writing about 
political and legal subjects.” 

Henry Stanberry died in 
June 1881 in New York.

GOD: A JUST JUDGE 

by Pastor Cornelius R. Siam 

How just are the judgments of God! In Rom. 2:16 St. 
Paul says: “God shall judge the secrets of men by Jesus 
Christ according to my gospel.” Notice carefully what this 
involves: 

1. He will judge “the secrets of men.” In human courts 
there are often miscarriages of justice because all the facts 
are not brought to light. But at the “Great White Throne” 
there will be a Judge with “eyes... as a flame of fire” (Rev. 
19:12), before whom no secret can remain hidden. (See 
also Hcb. 4:13). 

2. He will judge the secrets of men “by Jesus Christ.” 
Not the Father, but the Son will preside at the judgment of 
the unsaved. John 5:22 declares that “the Father judgeth 
no man, but hath committed all judgment unto the Son” 
and Verse 27 adds that the Father has given the Son this 
authority “because He is the Son of man.” This insures just 
judgment, for, men will be judged in that day by the One 
who loved them enough to become a man that He might 
understand and help men, and even die for their sins. 

3. He will judge the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
“according to my gospel,” says Paul. How eminently fair 
and just this is. If He judged men according to the law 
of Moses no one ever would be saved, for all of us have 
broken the Law. Moreover the children of fallen Adam, 
because of their depraved nature, cannot consistently keep 
the Law. Thus they will not be judged on the basis of that 
which they were unable to live up to. This is why He will 
judge men according to the good news proclaimed by Paul, 
which is the great truth that salvation is denied to no one 
who takes God at His Word and approaches Him in His 
way. His way for today? “Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and thou shall be saved.” 

“To him that worketh not, but believeth on Him that 
justificth the ungodly, his faith is counted for righteousness” 
(Rom. 4:5).

Traditional red and green 
colors are well represented 
in the flowers available for 
the holidays. Poinsettias, the 
most popular and spectacular 
holiday flowers, can combine 
both these colors. 

The poinsettia was 
named for Joel Robert Poin¬ 
sett, an amateur botanist and 
the first United States ambas¬ 
sador to Mexico. He became 
fascinated with these native 
plants and sent poinsettias 
home to Greenville, S. C., 
in 1825. Although Poinsett 
later was war secretary under 
President Martin Van Buren, 
he is better known for the 
plant named after him. 

The Aztecs cultivated 
poinsettias for medicinal 
purposes and as a dye. Mis¬ 
sionaries to Mexico used the 
brightly colored plants in na¬ 
tivity processions, possibly 
beginning the holiday con¬ 
nection that continues today. 

Poinsettias are the most 
popular potted plant grown 
in the United States, with 
annual sales exceeding 70 
million plants. In Kentucky, 
some tobacco greenhouse 
operators have learned how 
to grow poinsettias. More 
than 60 varieties and 500,000 
plants are grown and sold in 
Kentucky each year. 

The three to six bloom 
red poinsettia is the most 
frequently used, but several 
other sizes, shapes and colors 
are available. Colors range 
from creamy white to yellow 
through shades of pink to the 
traditional red. The colorful 
plant parts often referred to as 
“flowers” actually are modi¬ 
fied leaves called “bracts.” 
The yellow centers are really 
the “flowers.” Some poinset¬ 
tias have marbled pink and 
white bracts; others may have 
pink flecks on red. Poinsettia 
bracts are very long lasting, 
providing a nice decorative 
plant for the holiday season. 

Consumers can buy min¬ 
iatures as well as poinsettia 
trees and hanging baskets. 

The poinsettia is not poi¬ 
sonous to people or pets, but 
is classified as a non-edible 
plant material. 

Extensive university re¬ 
search and laboratory testing 
have proven that poinsettias 
are not poisonous. One scien¬ 


tific study concluded that no 
toxicity occurred at inges¬ 
tion levels much higher than 
those likely to take place in 
a home. The main informa¬ 
tion resource for most poi¬ 
son control centers states 
that a 50-pound child would 
have to ingest more than 500 
poinsettia leaves to surpass 
an experimental dose. 

Some people have skin 
sensitivity to the white milky 
sap produced when a part 
of the plant is broken or in¬ 
jured. Ingesting a plant part 
may cause some discomfort. 
Active young children, who 
are apt to put just about any¬ 
thing in their mouths, and 
curious cats might choke on 
fibrous poinsettia foliage. 
Therefore it is a good prac¬ 
tice to put poinsettias and 
all other non-edible plants 
out of children’s and pets’ 
reach. 

Poinsettias will remain 
beautiful fur beyond the hol¬ 
iday season when cared for 
properly. Keep these tips in 
mind. 

• Choose a plant with 
small, tightly clustered yel¬ 
low buds in the center and 
crisp, bright, undamaged fo¬ 
liage. 

• At home, put the poin¬ 
settia in a room with bright, 
natural light. Ideally, plant 
foliage should be exposed to 
direct sunlight one or more 
hours daily. 

• Avoid locations where 
there are drafts and close 
heat sources. Do not put the 
plant on top of a television 
set or near a radiator. 

• Water the plant when 
the soil becomes dry; droop¬ 
ing leaves may indicate it 
needs watering. Be sure to 
discard excess water in the 
drip saucer. 

• If you want to keep a 
poinsettia after the holiday 
season, fertilize it with ordi¬ 
nary houseplant fertilizer a 
few weeks after buying it.

Be Fire Smart this Holiday Season 


Holiday cooking, Christ¬ 
mas trees, candles and holi¬ 
day decorations significantly 
contribute to the seasonal 
causes of home fires, said 
Kentucky State Fire Marshal 
Bill Swope, director of the 
stale Division of Fire Pre¬ 
vention. 

“The holiday season 
can remain festive and fun 
by taking preventative steps 
and following simple rules 
of thumb to prevent home 
fires,” said Swope. “My ad¬ 
vice is to stay in your kitchen 
while cooking, consider us¬ 
ing flameless candles and 
follow the rules for placing 
and lighting your Christmas 
tree.” 

Swope said that most 
cooking fires involve the 
stovetop so keep anything 
that can catch fire away from 
it, turn off the stove when you 
leave the kitchen - even if 
it’s for a short period of time 
- and use a timer to remind 
you that you’re cooking. 

December is the peak 
month for home candle fires, 
according to the National 
Fire Protection Association 
(NFPA), and Swope rec¬ 
ommends giving flameless 
candles a try. “But if you 
use traditional candles, keep 
them at least 12 inches away 
from anything that can bum, 
and blow them out when you 
leave the room or go to bed. 
Never leave a child alone in 
a room with a burning can¬ 
dle,” 

According to NFPA, U.S. 
fire departments respond to

about 230 home fires cause 
by Christmas trees each year. 
One of every three is caused 
by electrical problems and 
one in five resulted from a 
heat source that’s too close 
to the tree. Swope offers 
the following advice on tree 
safety: 

* Choose a tree with 
fresh needles that do not fall 
off when touched. 

* Before placing a tree 
in a stand, cut 1 to 2 inches 
from the base of the trunk. 

* Place the tree at least 
3 feet away from any heat 
source, including fireplaces, 
heat vents, radiators, candles 
and even lights. 

* Use strings of light that 
have the label of an indepen¬ 
dent testing laboratory. 

* Do not block exits with 
your Christmas tree. 

* Add water to the tree 
stand daily. 

* Do not use lit candles 
to decorate your tree. 

* Always turn off Christ¬ 
mas tree lights before leaving 
home or going to bed. 

* When needles begin 
dropping off your live tree, 
get rid of it. Many communi¬ 
ties have recycling programs 
for the disposal of trees. 

Your neighbors will 
thank you for taking down 
your outside lights and stor¬ 
ing them for the next year. 
Decorations left outside can 
become hazards.

Safety Measures 

As the holiday season ap¬ 
proaches, the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission 
(CPSC) urges gift-givers to 
keep safety in mind when 
choosing toys for young chil¬ 
dren. The CPSC estimates 
that more than 120,000 chil¬ 
dren are treated in hospital 
emergency rooms for toy-re¬ 
lated injuries each year. 

By always reading labels 
and being safety conscious, 
parents and caregivers can 
help prevent toy-related in¬ 
juries. CPSC requires labels 
to be on all toys marketed 
for children from three to 
six years old if the toys pose 
a choking hazard to children 
under age three. These labels 
tell consumers two critical 
things: that a toy is not safe 
for younger children and why 
it is not safe. Before CPSC 
issued these labeling require¬ 
ments, it was more difficult 
for consumers to know that 
certain toys they bought 
for older children could be 
a danger to younger kids. 


following tips will help you 
choose appropriate toys this 
holiday season - and all year 
round: 

* Select toys to suit the 
age, abilities, skills, and in¬ 
terest level of the intended 
child. Toys too advanced 
may pose safety hazards to 
younger children. 

* For infants, toddlers, 
and all children who still 
mouth objects, avoid toys 
with small parts, which could 
pose a fatal choking hazard. 

* For all children under 
age eight, avoid toys that 
have sharp edges and points. 

* Do not purchase elec¬ 
tric toys with heating ele¬ 
ments for children under age 
eight. 

* Be a label reader. Look 
for labels that give age rec¬ 
ommendations and use that 
information as a guide. 

* Look for sturdy con¬ 
struction, such as tightly se¬ 
cured eyes, noses, and other 
Dotential small parts.
